On the return trip home on the 
Gripsholm, Miss Evans said the 
medical profession summed up the 
situation that the greatest dam¬ 
age suffered was the psychologi¬ 
cal shock that the United States 
was defeated.

It is hoped every Boy Scout In 
Sierra Madre will be wearing a 
' General Eisenhower Waste Paper 
Campaign Medal and that every 
troop and den will be awarded 
one of the “veteran" shell cases 
returned from the European bat¬ 
tlefield carrying a printed cita¬ 
tion by General Eisenhower suit¬ 
able for permanent display In the 
Scout meeting place. It will be 
a 75-mm. shell container. 

To win the individual medal 
each boy must turn in 1000 lbs. 
of waste paper during the cam¬ 
paign starting March 1 and clos¬ 
ing April 30. To win the unit 
award the amount of waste paper 
collected must be equivalent to 
1000 lbs. per boy in the unit. 

The boys will be making their 
plans immediately, asking each 
household to reserve its newspa¬ 
pers, magazines, brown paper 
bags, cardboard, wrappings and 
waste paper basket contents.

HIS COUNTRY LOST A FINE SOLDIER 
WRITES CHAPLAIN TO MOTHER 


Mrs. Nellie Vieira, 487 Wood¬ 
land Dr.„ received a letter this 
week from the Chaplain of the 
24 th Division in the Southwest 
Pacific giving the details of the 
death of her son, Robert Vieira, 
a radio technician, which occurred 
about October 30. The letter read 
in part: 

"Bob had gone out with a wire 
crew on that day. His job was 
to maintain communications be¬ 
tween the artillery and infantry. 
His work and that of his buddies 
undoubtedly saved many Ameri¬ 
can lives and hastened defeat of 
the enemy on Leyte Island. Bob 
and his helpers, exposed to heavy 
•artillery fire of the enemy, un¬ 
hesitatingly kept the wires work¬ 
ing. On that day the enemy had 
been probing for us with heavy 
fire and six of their shells landed 
In the area where the boys were 
working. The first shell struck 


near Bob. I’m sure he felt no 
pain because death was instant. 
He had done his Job although he 
made the supreme sacrifice. You 
can be proud of the way he died. 
All of us have to die but all of 
us cannot die for something as 
he did. Ho was brought back 
tenderly by his buddies with great 
respect. He was given a Chris¬ 
tian burial and rests now honor¬ 
ably In an American cemetery 
on Leyte. You have lost a son, 
we have lost a good friend and 
his country has lost a fine sol¬ 
dier. May God bless his mem¬ 
ory.” 

Mrs. Vieira also received a per¬ 
sonal letter from Gen. MacArthur 
as Bob had been with him in 
headquarters since April, 1942. A 
posthumous decoration of the Pur¬ 
ple Heart and two wound stripes 
previously were sent the mother.

Many home makers have expressed their interest 
in good recipes, so 1 will present something this w r eek 
that I have already tried in my ow n kitchen. 

BEEF IN BURGUNDY 

3 1 2 lbs. good beef, cut into 1-in. cubes, dredge with flour, brown in 
Vz cup olive or cooking oil. Add 1 No. 2 can tomatoes (or 2 lbs. fresU 
tomatoes), 1 clove garlic, 2 large bay leaves, 6 cloves, 1 stick cinnamon, 
1 teaspoon salt, 1 piece of candied ginger (if you have same), 2 cups 
good Burgundy wine, more or less according to personal taste, or the 
wine may be omitted if you have an aversion to it and papaya juice or 
pineapple juice may be used instead. Add 1 1 cup wine vinegar which 
helps tenderize meat. 

Bake 2 Vi to 3 hours in slow oven. Add 2 1 z lbs. small white onions. 
Cook until onions are tender. 

(Thanks to Mrs. Ralph Jones.) 

In place of the onions I added parsnips, potatoes and carrots and 
baked until these vegetables were tender. My guests said the dish was 
delicious. 

With this I served 

BAKED APPLE PUDDING 

Peel, cut, core 8 tart apples. Place slices in buttered baking dish. 
Sprinkle with sugar, cinnamon and butter, or a reasonable facsimile 
thereof, and pour over Vi cup of hot water. 

Beat to a cream 1 teaspoon butter and 'z cup of sugar. Mix well 
and beat in one well-beaten egg. Add 't cup of flour, 1 teaspoon baking 
powder, a pinch of salt. (Sugar coupons are few and far between, so 
a carton of Buchanan’s Creamed Honey—very healthful, too—may be 
used instead of sugar, equal proportions.) 

Beat smooth and pour over apples. 

Bake 30 minutes in a medium oven. Serve with hard sauce or lemon 
or custard sauce.

Keep Taxes Down! 

The taxes we pay today are fantastic as compared to those of 
five years ago. Of course, we are spending most of it on the war, 
but even when the war is over we will have to carry a tax burden 
far heavier than ever before in peacetime. And when the swollen 
war incomes recede, the lower peactime taxes may seem harder to 
pay than those at present. 

In order to avoid an intolerable tax load after victory, every 
branch of government—Federal, State and local—should eliminate 
all expanse which is not absolutely necessary. It is all very well to 
appropriate funds for public works when those funds are available, 
but if the money has to be borrowed, or if taxes must be increased 
to raise it, then it is time to go slow. 

One danger which confronts California right now is tnat many 
local governments are into postwar planning “over their heads.” In 
other words, they are mapping out public works programs which 
are beyond the capacity of the local treasury to handle: As a result, 
new taxes are being levied, in order to raise the money. 

The important thing in the postwar period will be not how many 
temporary jobs can be created through public works but how many 
permanent jobs through private enterprise. Too many taxes will 
defeat this aim.

Stalingrad to Berlin 

It must be giving the Russians exceptional satisfaction to be 
smashing the Nazis back toward Berlin at this time, not only be¬ 
cause the battle is now largely on German soil, but because it was 
Just two years ago on February 2, that the siege on Stalingrad was 
lifted. 

Just two years ago, Hitler’s hordes were at the Volga, in the 
oil-fields of the Caucasus, and were in control of the greater part 
of Russia from the Black Sea to the White Sea. 

Even after the Stalingrad victory, the outlook for the Soviets 
was not bright. They had won a magnificent triumph but that was 
but one battle in a great war. Yet, it proved to be the turning point. 

Hitler’s greatest mistake was his attack on Russia in June, 1941. 
But, it is a good thing for the world, including Russia, that he made 
it. From all indications he would have been virtually unbeatable if 
he had not wasted enormous quantities of munitions and great num¬ 
bers of men in his abortive drive toward Moscow. On the other 
hand, if he had succeeded in overrunning England and then had 
turned eastward, he would have conquered European Russia. 

The road from Stalingrad to the heart of Germany haa been a 
long and bloody one. A people less courageous than the Russians 
could never have traveled it, even with the help of her Allies. But 
travel it they did, and it will stand in history as one of the greatest 
achievements of all time. 


Action on Veteran Loans 

The long-awaited loan plan for World War II veterans under 
the “G.L Bill of Rights” is finally in operation, at least for home 
loans. Regulations governing farm and business loans have not been 
issued yet by the Veterans’ Administration in Washington, but they 
are expected before long. 

With this lending plan now partially In action, the postwar pe¬ 
riod Is here, in effect, right now for many discharged servicemen. 
Their plans for homes of their own need not wait until Germany 
and Japan are defeated. 

And they are not waiting. Almost Immediately after the "go 
ahead” signal came from Washington, the Richmond office of the 
State’s largest bank started the ball rolling in California with a loan 
for a permanent home to an ex-Marine and his wife who is serving 
in the Women’s Army Corps. 

Veterans should understand, however, that their military service 
does not automatically qualify them for this type of credit. The law 
requires banks and other lending companies to follow the same credit 
principles which apply in their regular business practices. 

In other word3, the ex-serviceman must show that his income is 
sufficient to repay the full amount borrowed, including the “guaran¬ 
teed” portion, according to the terms of the loan. And he cannot 
pay more than a "reasonable normal value” for the home he buys. 
The Veterans’ Administration must give final approval on sill loan 
applications. 

Before the lending provisions of the G.I. law expire, millions of 
veterans are expected to borrow billions of dollars from banks and 
other financial houses of the nation.

ROSES: I have hesitated to 

mention roses in this column be¬ 
cause they are so hard to get 
this year. The nurseries are not 
growing enough to go around. 
We have always ordered and sold 
over a thousand rose bushes each 
year and so far we have only 
been able to get a third of this 
amount. 

We believe that Roses give 
more worthwhile bloom for the 
care they receive than any other 
flowering plant you can grow. 
They bloom off and on 10 months 
of the year. 

Culture: Prune Roses now. All 
varieties should be cut back now 
except Dame Edith Helen and 
Golden Emblem. The general rule 
is to cut out old woody canes 
and small triggy undergrowth. 
All the newer upright growth 
should be cut back about half 
way. Plants only one or two 
years old need very little pruning 
as they will not have old woody 
growth. The right way to pick 
is to cut the stems within

three buds of the base regardless 
of the length of the stems. This 
practice will keep the bush pretty 
well pruned throughout the year. 
If you pick the stem entirely back 
to the base you will be cutting 
away the growth that will pro¬ 
duce the new blooms. 

Fertilize roses heavily all 
through the growing season. We 
recommend steer manure twice a 
year and commercial fertilizers 
every two months. If you expect 
roses to be generous with their 
bloom you must pay them back 
with good food. The book, "How 
to Prune Western Shrubs’’ devotes 
two pages to the pruning of roses 
with diagrams showing how. 

After the roses have been 
pruned, spray them with "Calsul.” 
the general clean-up spray. This 
consists of sulphur, lime and oil. 
The oil controls the scale and 
mealy bugs. The lime-sulphur is 
for mildew and blights. Calsul 
is the spray you should use for 
curly-leaf on peach trees and 
blight on sycamore trees. In fact, 
it is good for cleaning up all 
trees and shrubs.
